Newcomers of all ages 
welcome. 
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Organ fund waits behind roof repairs

T HE OLD pipe organ in the parish church of St 
Bartholomew in Crewkeme is beyond afford¬ 
able repair, it was decided at the January meet¬ 
ing of the Parochial Church Council. 

After several discussions on the issue, and varying 
opinions within the parish, the PCC passed a resolu¬ 
tion that “in view of the deteriorating condition of the 
pipe organ, and in the light of current pressures on the 
church’s resources, the PCC considers that a digital 
organ should be acquired, but only when financial cir¬ 
cumstances permit”. 

The organ was donated by the Sparks family in 1906 
and has had three major restorations in the 1930s, 60s 
and 70s, it has 1,800 pipes and three sets of keyboards 
and pedals. Although many in the church would pre¬ 
fer to see the original continue in use, to repair, over¬ 
haul and recondition the pipe organ has been 
estimated at a prohibitive £75-80,000 whereas the 
purchase of a digital organ would be a more reachable 
sum of £25-30,000. 

Musical director John Dale who has 50 years of ex¬ 
perience playing pipe organs, mostly in churches, has 
been at the Crewkeme Parish Church since 2004, and 
with a previous ten year period there from 1982-92. 

Mr Dale is passionate about church music and said: 
“We have a very strong choral tradition at this church 
and the organ could fail at any time. There is nothing 
like the sound of a real pipe organ but what is impor¬ 
tant to us is maintaining the church music. If we can¬ 
not raise the money for the digital one in time, we 
could be without any sort of organ for several years 
and our music tradition will dissipate. 

“There are no major bodies we can apply to who 
specialise in the preservation of organs such as this 
one, perhaps if it was historically pure but it has been 
much altered over the last 100 years, it wasn’t the top 
of the range but probably second so a good quality in¬ 
strument. Lottery funding has been redirected so 
much toward the Olympics that there is no hope in 
that direction. I know of churches who were promised 
grants and had them withdrawn at the last minute.” 

Church warden John Clotworthy said there was only 
so much fundraising they could do within the church 
with an ageing congregation of around 80 people and 
no great wealth within the town to contribute. 

He said: “We have the Lriends of St Bartholomew’s 
not all of whom are churchgoers but value the church 
as the most magnificent building in the town. They 
have done us proud but there is only so much they can 
do and with nine roofs and the general upkeep of the 
fabric to maintain, we cannot expect them to 
fundraise for the organ as well.” 

A digital organ was trialled at the church and the 
view of most churchgoers was that the sound was 
good. However with the repair of the chancel roof 
needed at well over £100,00 and the day to day run-

ning of the 15th century church a priority, the council 
agreed there was currently no funding even for the 
purchase of the digital organ. 

The PCC would like to emphasise that the fabric of 
the organ will remain, regardless, as the pipes and 
structure are sound, it is only the mechanism that is 
worn out. 

Mr Clotworthy added that they could only consider 
looking at the pipe organ repair if a substantial sum 
was given, or sourced, for that purpose alone. A spe¬ 
cial fund has been set up which is already receiving 
donations specifically for the digital purchase only, 
but there is a long way to go. 
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Town meeting 

CREWKERNE annual town meeting will take 
place on Monday, March 21 st, at the Victoria 
Hall where the result of the annual citizen 
award will be announced. 

The Mayor, Councillor Neil Sturtivant will 
present the awards followed by the annual 
report of Crewkeme Town Council.

W HAT do you do 
on a Sunday? 
Twelve-year- 
old Charlotte Eardley from 
Seavington is often up be¬ 
fore 6am to pursue her 
hobby of sleddog racing 
with her father Phil. 

The pair linked up with 
Chard man Jon Matherick 


and a social group of other 
enthusiasts in the area who 
meet up on Forestry Com¬ 
mission land to run their 
dogs in the early mornings 
so as not to disturb dog 
walkers. 

Charlotte has just be¬ 


come a reserve champion 
in the junior section of the 
racing championships run 
by ABSA (Affiliated 
British Sleddog Activi¬ 
ties). She ran two of Mr 
Matherick’s Siberian 

Huskies. Another member 


of the group, Matt Evans 
from Chard, took third in 
the two dog class and Jon 
himself a third in the three 
dog class for the third year 
running. 

Mr Eardley, who re¬ 
cently made his own three¬ 
wheeled sled rig said they 
became hooked on the ac¬ 



tivity after they got their 
own Alaskan Malamute, 
Levi, as a pet and their 
plumber told them about 
John Matherick. Very soon 
father and daughter were 
hooked. 

Charlotte, who attends 
Swanmead School in 
Ilminster, said her PE 
teacher was very interested 
in what she does. When 
asked how she felt about 
mushing she said: “It’s 
very exciting when we are 
running. When I first 
started with two dogs it 
was a bit scary because I 
didn’t know how to turn 
them.” 

The family dog Levi 
proved that the dogs only 
run if they want to when 
he was entered with Char¬ 


lotte in the single dog race 
and refused to start. Their 
other family dog Taz, a 
chocolate Labrador, had 
taken to the sled with great 
enthusiasm, just for fun 
but unfortunately suffered 
a torn ligament and is hav¬ 
ing to rest up. 

Builder John Matherick, 
has been mushing for nine 
years and now has a team 
of several dogs.He said: “I 
spent ages deciding what 
sort of dog I wanted, I 
thought of a long haired 
retriever but was worried 
about the hair, then I was 
going for a Weimaraner 
and my friend got one. I 
kept coming back to 
Huskies, I liked the look of 
them and went to see one 
in Nottingham. All the dif¬ 


ferent breeders I went to 
talked about working them 
which I thought sounded a 
bit cruel until I looked in 
on one of the races. Now 
we go all over the country 
competing. ABSA run five 
championship events all 
over the UK.” 

The racing season runs 
from October to March 
and dogs need to be 12 
months old to run. The 
junior races get up to about 
12mph and the seniors can 
be 15-25mph depending 
on the number of dogs . 
Mr Matherick said the 
dogs eat a barf diet, mean¬ 
ing bones and raw food, 
basically anything the 
butcher throws out but 
they need about 70 per 
cent bone and it must be 


raw. They also have a spe¬ 
cialist kibble and spinach. 
To keep fit for racing they 
train about 16 miles a 
week, four at a time. 

Newcomers to the meets 
were Nigel and Lindsay 
Baldero from Crewkerne, 
who brought their dogs 
along to meet the others 
and see what it was all 
about. Mr Baldero said he 
wouldn’t be able to race 
himself due to a bad heart 
but his wife was thinking 
about it and he enjoyed 
watching the others run. 

Safety equipment is nor¬ 
mally worn. Charlotte ran 
the dogs slowly for the 
photograph without her 
helmet. Pink paws visible 
on some of the dogs are a 
result of the soil colour, 
not sore feet. 
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We need 'value for money' 
from local authorities 


CREWKERNE businessman Peter 
Hardwill replied to the explanation 
by South Somerset District Council 
of their recent redundancy pay¬ 
ments to three retiring executives, 
reported in last week’s issue of The 
Weekender by saying Somerset 
councils should merge. 

Referring to an amount totalling 
several hundreds of thousands for 
the three, mentioned in the Sunday 
Telegraph , he commented: “I 
would rather trust the Telegraph 
version than the ‘council speak’ 
coming out of South Somerset. 

“Of course it is grotesque to pro¬ 
vide such payoffs. Redundancy 
was created to protect good honest 
workers on basic wages with fig¬ 
ures that provided them with suffi¬ 


cient to keep their families from 
hardship when their companies 
came to an end due to others’ fail¬ 
ings or national problems out of 
their control. 

“All the deficit problems within 
our local councils could be solved 
in-house. Consult by all means but 
then let us have some leadership. 

“Somerset can easily be one au¬ 
thority. With half as many county 
councillors as at present and cer¬ 
tainly there is no need for 60 plus 
district councillors in South Som¬ 
erset. 

“When I see companies, who 
work so hard to make profit, which 
they then have to give to ‘planning 
gain’ or ‘developer contribution’ 
and then I see how these figures are 


lost in the system or squandered, I 
despair. 

“A sum of £150,000 to create a 
one way system up North Street de¬ 
scribed as not being sufficient and 
some £600,000 plus from the 
Maiden Beech housing scheme 
being described as not being 
enough to make a real contribution 
to road improvements are two re¬ 
cent examples. 

“It is not before time that the 
scandals that have resulted in these 
massive and disgusting payoffs, re¬ 
ferred to at the start of this letter, 
are raised to a higher level of dis¬ 
cussion so that we start to see an el¬ 
ement of the real world occurring 
in our authorities and we get value 
for money.” 


Emergency meeting on 
the future of social club

TRUSTEES of Merriott So¬ 
cial Club called an ex¬ 
traordinary emergency 
meeting to seek ways to 
boost their membership. 
Chairperson Ali Hinton 
said that there was still a 
great deal of misconcep¬ 
tion in the village, with 
many assuming it is still a 
working men's club as of 
old and possibly not 
being aware that it was a 
non-profit making trust 
for families. 

Although originally a 
Working Men's Institute, 
built in Lower Street in 
1884 by Major R. H. Hay¬ 
ward of Shutteroaks, for 
the employees at Tail Mill, 
it has been used by vari¬ 
ous clubs over its history, 
including a women's 
Friendly Society. Merriott 
Social Club have used it 
since 1975. 

The building is a lot 
larger than it looks from 
the street with a spacious 
seated bar area in the 
front with a pool table, 
darts board, TV and a 
couple of slot machines. 
There is a large hall to the 
rear with a small stage 
and a skittle alley and 
table tennis. Volunteers 
have worked very hard to 
keep the interior well- 
maintained but now they 
are suffering a problem 
with water ingress 
through the roof and 
have had to take tempo¬ 
rary measures until it can 
be properly assessed. 

Emma Charles who 
grew up in the village and 
works part-time behind 
the bar of the social club 
said: "The perception is 
that it is a club for men 
only but I used to come 
here with my parents and 
it was great because there 


were always other chil¬ 
dren to play with. 

"There is a large hall at 
the back which is totally 
secure and the kids can 
run around and enjoy the 
space, which they can't do 
in a pub. I've got a five 
year old and I find it hard 
in pubs. 

"The trouble is the build¬ 
ing is not very obvious, I 
think a lot of people don't 
even know we are here, 
but it's a great place for 
families and I would hate 
to see it go." 

Mrs Hinton said there 
had already been a re¬ 
sponse since the emer¬ 
gency meeting. She 
commented: "A couple of 
our regulars who are local 
builders have been up on 
the roof and put some 
plastic over the area but 
they can't get a decent 
look until the weather set¬ 
tles down. Kevin Lacy has 
donated a new kitchen. 
We don't serve food here 
because of all the regula¬ 
tions but we can make the 
kitchen available for peo¬ 
ple who hire the hall to 
prepare things. 


"Alan Chant is going to 
replace the flooring in the 
bar area and Tom Merrick 
is going to look at our 
electrics. It's amazing and 
has been a real boost to 
the few of us who were 
trying to keep everything 
going and getting very 
tired." 

A fundraising disco was 
held in the half term 


break and Malcolm and 
Nicky Hodder who run 
No Limits disco gave their 
services for the evening. 
As the families came in a 
few new ideas came to 
light but if the club is to 
survive, the committee 
need a lot more input 
both in terms of mem¬ 
bers and ideas to raise 
much needed funds.

Expertise for village pond

THE PROJECT to restore the ancient pond in 
Barrington took a step closer at the end of Feb¬ 
ruary when professional help was given to sur¬ 
vey the area. Archaeologist and watercourse 
expert Andrew Tizzard and map expert Stephen 
Honey from AS Archaeology and Heritage are 
giving their time freely to the project and will 
do careful research and exploration of the me¬ 
dieval pond site to ensure it is restored as faith¬ 
fully as possible and look out for any important 
finds or features.

or changes to the water course. The Water 
Street pond, currently filled in, was once 
thought to have been provided to the village by 
the owners of Barrington Court as a water 
source for washing etc. and local residents cer¬ 
tainly recall that as recently as the 1920s local 
people used to visit it to do their washing. It is 
hoped that a careful and in-depth survey can be 
undertaken and the committee is very grateful 
for the expert help. 

Matthew Applegate from Barrington Court is 
sifting through their archives for any informa¬ 
tion about the pond and the committee would 
be grateful for any local knowledge or archives 


anyone may have on the site. Water Street res¬ 
ident Bernd Schweim said he was a pond en¬ 
thusiast and was keen to lend his own 
experience. 

The local schoolchildren have already enthu¬ 
siastically undertaken a survey of their playing 
fields, with the help of Mr Honey and Mr Tiz¬ 
zard, in preparation for creating an additional 
new pond and bog area within their playing 
field, which forms the second stage of this proj¬ 
ect. 

A grant of £250 from Wessex Water will be 
used to buy equipment and fund any charges 
for soil bore test etc. and local businesses such 
as Bradfords, B & Q and Tesco have also 
kindly pledged their support and goods in-kind.

Day on Saturday, May 8th. 

There are a few rules to 
follow to qualify for the 
Guinness World Record so 
anybody interested in tak¬ 
ing part needs to use 
bunting supplied to the 


centre by the Fairtrade 
Foundation only. The cur¬ 
rent record is 2,696 metres 
the new target is 4,350 me¬ 
tres (that’s over two and a 
half miles). 

To achieve the Guiness 


World Record the Fair¬ 
trade Foundation needs at 
least 12,500 decorated 
flags returned to them, one 
for each Fairtrade cotton 
farmer in Mali and Burk¬ 
ina Faso.

G irlguiding 

UK celebrated its 
centenary last year 
and Trefoil Guild member 
Margaret Spencer, now 
80, recalled her days as 
the Guide leader in 
Crewkerne, before the 
days of so many health 
and safety restrictions. 

A stay-at-home mother 
of three, Margaret had de¬ 
cided she needed a hobby 
outside of the house and 
when she heard the guider 
in charge was about to re¬ 
tire, she joined as an assis¬ 
tant and three weeks later 
found herself in charge. 

One of the most popular 
things about being a 
Guide, as it still is today, 
was going to camp and to 
prepare the girls they 
would learn the various 
skills needed at their 
weekly meetings in the 
Speedwell Hall. The gar¬ 
den at the rear was invalu¬ 
able as an area to practise 
pitching a tent for which 
Mrs Spencer was very 
grateful. She had some 
ideas of her own to give 
the young ladies more self 
-confidence. 

“They were wonderful 


times,” said Margaret. 
“Mary Starr and Barbara 
Johnson were my assis¬ 
tants. We decided early in 
the summer term who was 
going to camp and we 
taught them the skills they 
needed but also how not to 
be afraid of the dark. 

“I made up a game 
called flashlight which 
was very popular, we 
would pile up all the ta¬ 
bles and chairs into hides 
around the room. Two 
girls would stand in the 
middle with a torch and 
we would put the lights 
off. The Guides had to get 
from one hide to another 
without being spotted or 
they were out. The ones in 
the middle turned the light 
on-a-and off to give the 
girls chance to move, if 
they spotted someone in 
their light they had to call 
their name. Anyone who 
was too scared would sit 
with me, but they soon 
ended up joining in. 

“The other thing we 
would do was a four¬ 
legged race, in the dark. 
One older Guide would be 
in the middle with two 
younger ones either side 


tied to the older girl by 
one leg. They had to go 
out of the Speedwell, 
down Popleswell, into the 
field and back up the lane. 
One Guider would be in 
front with a torch 
switched off, one in the 
middle and me at the rear, 
we only used the torches 
in emergencies. It was a 
great confidence builder, 
the older girls got a bit of 
responsibility and they all 
had to co-operate to get 
over the stiles. 

“I remember being on 
top of the hill and this one 
tall girl coming with a lit¬ 
tle girl tucked under each 
arm, grinning all over her 
face. I said ‘I thought you 
were afraid of the dark’ 
and she replied ‘not any¬ 
more Miss Spencer’. They 
all called me Miss. I never 
knew any of our girls who 
were scared of the dark by 
the end of it all. 

“Camp was hard work 
but such fun with the an¬ 
tics the Guides got up to. 
We had gone to a church 
service at a little chapel 
once. We marched there 
and on the way back I sent 
the cook patrol on ahead

“When we got back to 
camp, the fires were lit and 
the pots were on, then one 
of the girls said ‘have you 
looked at the flag miss?’ 
and there was a pair of 
knickers flying in the 
breeze! We all had a good 
laugh but I said they’d bet¬ 
ter take them down 
quickly because the com¬ 
missioner might show up. 
You always got an unan¬ 
nounced inspection at least 
once during camp. 

“One of the challenges 
was to make a rope ladder 
and we would throw it 
over a bough and test it 
out, I seem to remember 
that was phased out even 
in my day because if you 
hadn’t made it right it 
could be a sudden fall 
from a fair height. We 
made a rope bridge across 
a stream too.” 

Mrs Spencer went on to 
be a district commissioner, 
inspecting the camps of 
others, and although some 
of the activities from her 
day would not pass muster 
now, the modern Guiding 
movement enjoy a great 
deal of outdoor activities 
such as rock climbing and 
canoeing. They still make 
camp gadgets out of wood 
and string and they pitch 
their own tents. 

One of Margaret’s Guides 
- Hilary Court - now runs 
the Guides in Merriott. Hi¬ 
lary’s daughter Ebony is 
also advancing through the 
movement, so she must 
have done something 
right. 
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DETERMINED not to let his arthritis get him down, positive thinker George 
Spurway tries to keep as busy in retirement as when he was a mechanic. 

Born in Burridge, George now lives in Chard. He started his working life 
as a lorry driver for Fowlers Mill and finished up working for himself as a 
mechanic at Chard Junction, until rheumatoid arthritis forced him into 
early retirement at 64. 

Thanks to treatment he is now mobile enough to enjoy his hobbies and 
walk his dog. 

Recently, together with his wife Sheila and brother-in-law Brian, George 
has been busy organising the fourth annual 'Swing into Spring 7 concert at 
Chardstock Village Hall on April 9th, with the Three Counties Swing Band, 
to raise money for the Children's Hospice Southwest. 


• WHAT made you decide to 
fundraise for the children's hospice? 

IT started as a family connection, my 
sister-in-law's great granddaughter 
and her family had needed the use of 
the hospice and we wanted to give 
something back. My grandson Keiran 
had started to play with the Three 
Counties Swing Band so we put the 
two together and had the first night 
three years ago. With the draw we 
have as well, the last one raised about 
£600. 

• HAVE you visited any of the hos¬ 
pices? 

Yes, I went to Little Bridge House. 
When you get to the door you feel like 
you don't want to go in because you 
don't know what to expect but it's an 
amazing place. 

• DO you have any other fundrais¬ 
ers planned? 

I would dearly like to do a parachute 
jump for the hospice but would need 
a sponsor to pay for the actual book¬ 
ing etc which would leave me to raise 
some money for the charity. 

• WHAT kind of music do you like? 

I like all sorts really, the swing band is 
Glenn Miller type of sound but I also 
like a lot of older country music like 
Willie Nelson and Charlie Pride. I enjoy 
Irish too, like Daniel O'Donnell. 

• WHAT do you remember about 
growing up? 

I was born in the middle of Burridge 
Common,we had no electric and no 
indoor toilet but I think people were 
more contented then. I went to 
Axminster School and I love the coun¬ 
tryside, I was always wandering 
around. 

• DO you have any hobbies? 

I spent a lot of years sidecar racing and 
15 years flying a microlight. I did a lot 
of charity stuff for the Chard nurses. 
Now I like woodcarving, model engi¬ 
neering and photography. All my life I 
had played with bits of metal so I went 
back to Axminster School, and took 
night classes. 

• HOW did the arthritis change 
your life? 

I was totally creased up at one stage 
and had to use a wheelchair, it was re¬ 
ally bad in my wrists and ankles and I 
had trouble getting in to my camper 
van but thanks to Dr Down and his 


crew at the surgery, I am a lot better. 
You have to keep things moving or 
you seize up, if you get six good weeks 
and one bad week, that's better than 
the other way around. 

• DO you do any special exercise? 

I learnt to swim in the last six months 
at Cresta. It was my intention to get to 
the deep end which I did. I will never 
be a good swimmer but it was some¬ 
thing I wanted to do - another feather 
in my cap. 

We used to go down the river as kids 
so I wasn't afraid of the water but it 
was more mud than water and we had 
no swimming pools around then. You 
don't see kids out to play anymore, not 
like we used to, not even when the 
snow was on the ground. 

• WHAT three things would you 
want on your desert island? 

I'd want plenty of drinking water, a 
radio for company and a pocket knife 
so I could do some whittling. 

• WHAT is your philosophy? 

There's always someone worse off and 
you've got to think about tomorrow, 
not yesterday. A lot of people say they 
can't do something and I say they can, 
but they may need a little guidance to 
begin with. Listen to your doctor. 

• IF you won a big lottery win, what 
would you do? 

I'd buy another microlight, I'm not al¬ 
lowed to carry passengers any more 
but I'm still licensed to fly on my own. 
I would go off in the camper van to 
Scotland and Ireland - I'd rather do 
that than go abroad. I also love the 
Dorset coast and use a campsite near 
Golden Cap quite a bit. I met a couple 
from Holland there who have been 
coming over since 1976 because they 
love fossil hunting so much. 

• DO you have any unfulfilled am¬ 
bitions? 

Apart from my charity jump, I would 
have loved to have done road racing 
with the motorbike and sidecar, and I 
would love to learn to play the accor¬ 
dion.

The council hopes to explore all 
possibilities with anyone interested, 
and possibly lease it out with a 
clause to say the council can use it 
for a certain amount of time in a 
year, so that it remains a community 
asset.

I SUPPOSE that drinking smoothies and eating pre-packed fruit pots is a fairly easy way towards the holy grail 
of 'five a day', but surely it must also be a very expensive one. Even a casual glance at the supermarket shelves 
teaches us that where there is health advice, there is money to be made - and lots of it. Not that I would want 
to rubbish many of the excellent convenient offerings that are to be found in the chillers of the larger chains 
(Innocent's fantastic Smoothies, Copella's outstanding apple juice or Tesco's varied fruit snack selections to 
name but a few), but surely the wallets of the recession cannot sustain a family's intake of fruit and veg out of 
plastic pots. 

Additionally, such connivence comes at the ever increasing price of loss of seasonality. Strawberries from 
Egypt are but nought compared to a seasonal English offering, yet for some reason they appear to be a peren¬ 
nial staple in many fruit melodies. If everything is to come pre-washed, pre-cut and pre-wrapped then how 
are we ever going to be able to reconnect with the rhythm and rhyme of the seasons bounty?; something 
which, in my opinion, heightens excitement and anticipation when it comes to eating. 

What's the answer, then? Well, in many ways simply buy local fruit and veg from your local farm, greengrocer 
or market, but that does throw away all of the convenience. There must be some middle ground here-a happy 
median between cutting time, raising standards (in some cases), connecting with the seasons and supporting 
local. I believe the answer is to be found in the Veg Box. 

My mother, whilst living in central Cardiff, first started taking receipt of veg boxes in the mid-1990s. I remem¬ 
ber the maiden box well. I was staying with her when there was a knock on the door, and a scruffy looking 
Welshman, who was probably just dug up from a field himself, presented me with a muddy box full of local 
(as in from just outside the city) seasonal goodness. Although it would be another 15 years before I subscribed 
to my own scheme, I was mesmerised from the start. There is something magical about things appearing at 
your door - a twee romanticism that is envoked by the delivery of newspapers, milk and most importantly 
fruit and veg. 

A veg box can give you all the benefits of local shopping, organic even if you wish, within realistic seasonal 
boundaries and with very little effort. Many schemes 
allow you to take week breaks with no penalty if you 
want to go away, or even if you didn't get through the 
previous weeks. You should also be able to find a range 
of sizes to suit all households. Additionally, they can - 
in fact, they will - encourage you to try things which 
you might otherwise not see. Should it have not been 
for my veg box I would never have tried, nor appreci¬ 
ated, Graffiti Aubergine or Romanesco Broccoli. 

My veg box (as I live in Bower Hinton) comes from The 
Trading Post at Lopen Head, near South Petherton, and 
very good it is, too. If that is too far for you, all readers 
should be served by 5adaybox.co.uk. This is a good 
place to start if there is nothing more local for you. But 
if you want local, seasonal and easy, consider a veg box.

NICHOLAS Parsons takes to the stage of the Electric 
Palace in Bridport on Thursday, March 24th with his 
one man show'A Laugh A Minute'.

The iconic Jaguar E-type has been named as Autocar's greatest ever road 
test by the 2011 Autocar team, in the week that Autocar celebrates its 
5000th road test. While compiling the top 50 road tests of all time, the test 
team unanimously cited the E-type's beauty, its power, its driving pleasure 
and design which is recognised and admired worldwide. The Jaguar EType 
celebrates its 50th anniversary this year. 

Following the Jaguar E-Type, the Autocar team awarded second place to 
the McLaren FI, third place to the Mini, fourth to Porsche for the 911 GT3 
RS and theVW Golf GTi was placed 5th. 

"No car in history except the Jaguar E-type has been so successful in put¬ 
ting together such an amazing package together so totally convincingly. 
A design that has transcended the decades and is as much in demand 
today as it was when Autocar first tested it almost half a century ago. The 
Jaguar E-type fully deserves its permanent exhibition space in the New 
York Museum of Modern Art," said Autocar editor Chas Hallett. 

The archive Jaguar E-type road test from 24 March 1961 - number 1813 in 
Autocar's 5000-strong test archive - reveals that the E-type is the first of a 
new line, no significant extras were fitted to it and there is a further 40bhp 
available in highly tuned versions of the 3.8 engine, should they be called 
for later on.

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Fastest ever Audi A3 boots up in Geneva 


A NEW take on the Audi A3 is hatched this week 
at the 2011 Geneva Motor Show, where for the 
first time in its history the ultra-successful pre¬ 
mium compact car not only adopts a striking 'notch- 
back' saloon body shell, but also uniquely combines it 
with a power output of over 400PS for epic perform¬ 
ance. 

Known simply as the A3 concept, the fastest ever fac¬ 
tory-produced A3 is the latest in a long line of one-off 
Audi design studies, and is characteristically laden with 
technological advances in everything from construc¬ 
tion to infotainment. 

Apart from the tautly contoured new body shell, the 
most immediately obvious highlight of the A3 concept 
is its five-cylinderTurbo FSI petrol engine, whose 408PS 
output outnumbers its closest series production rela¬ 
tive, the potent RS 3 Sportback, by 68PS. 

Peak torque of 500Nm is also 50Nm up, and is avail¬ 
able over a broad rev range between 1,600 and 5,300 
rpm, making an explosive 4.1-second 0-62mph time a 
reality. Top speed is electronically limited to 155mph. 

Fuel economy in this latest Audi study looks all the 
more impressive when these remarkable figures are 
taken into account, with up to 31 mpg possible on the 
combined cycle, giving C02 emissions of 212g/km. 

A regulated oil pump, the intelligent Audi thermo¬ 
management system and an energy recovery system - 
technologies from the brand's modular efficiency plat¬ 
form - all contribute to this high efficiency. 

The rack-and-pinion steering also draws minimal 
power because its electromechanical drive system re¬ 
quires no energy when driving straight ahead. 

A compact seven-speed S tronic twin-clutch transmis¬ 
sion also helps to optimize efficiency, while at the same 
time delivering the trademark lightning-quick gear 
changes that are especially appropriate here. 

WEIGHT-CONSCIOUS DESIGN 

At 4,440mm long, 1,840mm wide and just 1,390mm 
high, the A3 concept has a dynamic stance that sug¬ 


gests great agility. 

It can deliver on this promise thanks to the use of 
ultra-modern components, design methods and join¬ 
ing techniques. These include the use of custom-tai¬ 
lored blanks in the floor area, carbon fibre-reinforced 
plastic (CFRP) in varying proportions for the grille sur¬ 
round, front air intake, door mirror elements, rear apron 
and even the 20-inch alloy wheels, and aluminium for 
the bonnet, doors and tailgate. 

These weight-saving elements help to pare the A3 
concept back to a relatively light 1,540kg, meaning its 
RS 3 Sportback-derived McPherson strut front and four- 
link rear suspension is even less encumbered through 
the bends. 

Front and rear tracks that at 1,572mm and 1,542mm 
are even wider than the RS 3 Sportback's also help to 
plant the study even more firmly, and of course quattro 
permanent all-wheel drive via an electronically con¬ 
trolled multi-plate clutch acts as the mainstay. 

The Audi drive

of the system features an efficiency mode designed for 
maximum economy. 

To gain access to all this in the A3 concept, the driver 
need only touch the door handle with its brushed alu¬ 
minium clasp. It then power extends outwards, open¬ 
ing the door to a futuristic cabin which, thanks to the 
best-in-class 2,630mm wheelbase, is also suitably spa¬ 
cious. This applies to the 'boot' as well, which offers an 
impressive 410-litre capacity. 

Front sport seats with prominent side bolsters pro¬ 
vide suitable anchorage for high- performance driving, 
and position occupants perfectly in relation to the 
dashboard with its aviation-inspired air vents and con¬ 
trol knobs. 

The high-quality sound system features speakers in 
the doors and the rear shelf with aluminum trim panels, 
and when turned on, these extend a few millimetres to 
give a visual accompaniment to the system's excellent 
sound. 

Located behind 
the compact, flat- 
bottomed, three- 
spoke 
m u Itifu nction 
steering wheel 
are two analogue 
dial instruments 
with black dials 
and red needles, 
complemented 
by addi¬ 

tional kidney¬ 
shaped displays. 

In between 
these is the large, 
eight-inch display 
for the driver in¬ 
formation system. 

The display is 
user-programma¬ 


ble - the driver can select the content to be displayed 
from an extensive menu. 

LUXURY CLASS APPOINTMENTS 
The control panel for the MMI multimedia system is lo¬ 
cated on the centre tunnel console, and for the first 
time the surface of its large rotary pushbutton also in¬ 
corporates the touch pad for the MMI touch system 
which allows the driver to 'write' navigation destina¬ 
tions and other commands using a fingertip. 

This new solution, which makes the already exem¬ 
plary MMI operation even more intuitive, will soon be 
introduced in series production Audi models. 

The ultra-thin MMI monitor power-extends out of the 
dashboard, another feature taken from the full-size car 
class. Notable new departures at this level also include 
the electromechanical parking brake control and the 
stunning LED headlights. 

In terms of infotainment, the Audi A3 concept further 
emphasizes why the brand is one of the leaders in this 
field. A UMTS model provides full access to the Internet, 
allowing the car to access services from Google, and 
thanks to the WLAN hotspot, passengers can surf and 
send e-mail using their own computers. Holders for 
iPads are installed on the back of the front seat back¬ 
rests.
